A. Acc ompli sbment 3 

1. The great preponderance of the efforts of both sections of 
the Branch during February was devoted to the preparation, in 
cooperation with specialists of D/I and D/M, of intelligence "Fact 
Sheets" for the economic defense community (ED AC) . The information 
is primarily on the Sino-Soviet bloc position and prospects concern- 
ing individual "strategic" commodities Some 200 "Fact Sheets" are 
involved, of which 70 were completed this month. Considerable 
overtime is necessary to meet the short deadline on this project 
(48.1871). The task is complicated by the fact that since the 
completion of MP-186 last fall approximately 100 of the items have 
been redefined or modified/ consequently additional research effort 
is required. 

2. Chief, S/TD briefed Chairman, EDAC ok possible diversion of 
US and UK military items; arranged for 20 analysts and specialists 
of ORR to attend Air Force Association Jet Age Conference 26-28 
February. 

3. The usual intelligence support was rendered to the Operating 
Committee of ACEP, the Working Group I of EDAC, and also to the 
Munitions Sub-Group of Working Group I of EDAC. A paper entitled 
"Principal Plants in the Donbass" was prepared for use of Operating 
Committee (at the request of the chairman of the Interagency 
Chemical Task Group).
